Receipt is acknowledged of Information Disclosure Statement, which has been 
reviewed by the Examiner. Reference US 2002/103745, US W002/46001 cannot be 
identified, and EP-0355722 was not found. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election with traverse of group I in the reply filed on Sep 27, 2007 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that no burden exists. This is not 
found persuasive because the inventions require a different field of search (for 
example, searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or 
employing different search queries.

Claims 32-37 are withdrawn from consideration. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 20 ? 23, 25, 26,28, 29 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Vecchiari (Pat No 5,48 1,931). 

The patent to Vecchiari discloses at Fig 3 a plate (6), a drive (8), an actuator and a bridge 
(see end connected to edge of the plate). 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vecchiari. 
The material from which a device is made off is considered as an obvious matter of 
engineering choice having no patentable significance in the absent of unexpected results. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21 ? 22, 24 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gilbert (5,436,769) and Otsuka (4,422,724) show devices of 
interest.
